supreme command. <A Scott or a Halleck 
would not be more out of place in the ranks | 
than would a Paul or an Apollos be in | 
spending their precious time in teaching 

_ the-children of a mission school to read the | 
alphabet. Every man in his place, is as 
- mach the motto of the church as it is of the 
camp: the wrong place is well-nigh as fatal 
- as no place at all. 
Now what is a Christian’s right place ? 
Manifestly it is the place that his Creator 
made him for, and trained him for. To 
mistake it- is a misfortune; to desert it is a 
disgrace and a crime. The Bible answer 
~ to our question is given in these words, 
“ Having then gifts differing according to 
the grace that is given us, whether prop-
